It Encounters a Cyelone of Opposition 
in the Commons. | 


John Morley Characterizes It as the 
„Rottenest Reed.“ 


Irish Factions Unite in Raising a Storm of 
Ridicule Against the Measure—Lib- 
erals See in It a Conservative 

Defeat.

Lonpon, Feb. 18.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The long-talked-of 
Irish Local Government Bill was intro- 
duced in the Commons today by Bal- 
four. Balfour, in explaining the bill, 
said that it was not merely a county 
councils bill, but was what, in England, 
would be described as a district and 
counties bill. By its provisions admin- 
istrative duties will be given to baron- 
ial councils, leaving wholly untouched 
the judicial duties now intrusted to the 
grand jury. Members of the county 
and baronial councils will be elected 
every three years. The government 
proposed following the Scotch rather 
than the English measure in the matter 
of aldermen. 

Many people in Ireland, said Balfour, 
feared that the measure would result in 
extravagance, possibly corruption. He 
denied this. In the first county councils 
there would be four ex-officio members 
—the Lord Lieutenant of the county, 
sheriff, nominee of the grand jury and 
nominee of the presentment sessions. 


| The. qualifications of the voters for 


county councilmen and baronial coun- 
cilmen would be identical. Illiterate 
persons and those who did not pay 
county taxes would have no vote. 
Balfour explained the workings of the 
bill as proposed and said the system of 
franchise suggested would give the 
minority a vote in the county councils. 
The councils might use their power to 
oppress the small minority and might be 
guilty of wilful and persistent corrup- 
tion. [Irish jeers.] The history of Ire- 
land proved that these remote dangers 
had a reality. Such dangers did not ex- 
ist in England. Provision was made to 
allow twenty cess-payers to apply to 
the judge of assizes for leave to pe- 
‘tition for the removal of counselors of 
the barony or county on the ground of 
persistent disobedience of the law, cor- 
ruption or oppression, and if the charge 
established their guilt the counselors 
will be replaced 97 nominees of the 
Lord Lieutenant. [Ironical cheers.] If 
malversation and oppression were pos- 
sible it was the duty of the House to 
provide an adequate remedy. Such 
dangers existed in Ireland to an extent 
unknown in England or Scotland. To 

prevent extravagance the bill would 
provide that land owners should have a 

ecided voice in permitting capital ex- 
penditures as distinct from current ex- 
penditures. He could not conceive any 
danger of the councils becoming centers 
of political agitation to further the 
views of any particular party. 

Replying to Healy, Balfour said that 
the bill would not affect the police sys- 
tem of Ireland and taxation would re- 
main as at present. 

In conclusion Balfour said that he did 
not pretend that the bill would regen- 
erate Ireland, but he sincerely thought 
the Irish rate-payer had a right to 
claim the same measure granted in En- 
gland and Scotland. He therefore rec- 
ommended the bill to the favorable at- 
tention of the House. 

John Morley characterized the bill as 
the ‘‘rottenest reed the Irish minority 
ever went on for the retention of priv- 
ileges.’’ He declared that the measure 
was a fraud in its absolute distrust of 
the Irish people. It was, in fact, based 
on the assumption that they were ‘‘de- 
based helots.’’ 

The whole opposition broke forth into 
cheers when Morley called on the gov- 
ernment to go before the people on the 
measure 

In concluding he affirmed that the bill 
was a mockery, was a falsification of 
the pledges of the government and fur- 
nished grounds for the manifestation of 
further irritation in Ireland. 

John Redmond protested against the 
measure asa sham bill. He could not 
conceive how any government could be 
so fullof imbecility as go before the 
country on such a bill. 

Justin n advised the govern- 
ment to burn the bill. 

Healey said he never knew of a more 
contemptible bill. 

Harcourt said a bill more insulting to 
the Irish he could not conceive of. It 
bore the stamp of Chamberlain, who was 
the ‘‘mother of the bill.”’ 

Balfour denied that the bill was in- 
sulting to Ireland. 
tion, the present bill should not be 
passed local government for Ireland 
would beindefinitely postponed. The 
only reason why the Irish parties 
should obstruct the bill was that it con- 
tained machinery to stop corruption 
and oppression. The only inference 
was that they desired to make some- 
thing out of the council. 

At this the whole opposition joined in 
crying ‘Shame! shame!’’ while the 
Conservatives cheered. . 

Labouchere said that Balfour was 
„between the devil and the deep sea.“ 
He had to introduce a bill to satisfy ihs 
master, Chamberlain, and had to per- 
suade the Conservatives. The bill was 
a sham. 

Chamberlain denied that he assisted 
in the work of framing the bill. He 
said he approved of the manner in 
which the government had redeemed its 
pledges. e safeguards introduced in 
the bill in regard to corruption were 
those that the Americans, the most 
democratic people in the world, intro- 
duced into their Constitution. An 
American Legislature could be brought 
before the Supreme Court. 

James Brice, of the south division of 
Aberdeen, a Liberal in favor of home 
rule for lreland, denied that there was 
any comparison between the proposed 
councils in Ireland and the relation in 
which American State Legislatures 
stood to the Supreme Court, which has 
only power to nullify an act passed by 
a Le ture in excess of its powers,

Sexton said that never in his Parlia- 
mentary experience had he seen so in- 
competent a bill. 

William Redmond regarded the bill 
as a deathbed repentance, because the 
government did not dare appeal to the 
country on its coercive policy alone. 
It was the most studied insult Balfour 
ever leveled at the Irish people. 

The bill passed a first reading, and 
Balfour fixed the second reading for 
March 8. 

Liberals axe exultant, regarding the 
bill as a final blow tothe government’s 
chances in the coming general elec- 
tions. Both sections of Irish members 
intend to oppose the bill to the utmost.

Proceedings of the Convention Held 
at Fresno. 


The Delegates Decide to Form a State Or- 
ganization and Take Steps to Se- 
cure That Object With- 

out Delay.

Fresno, Feb. 18.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The Fruit-growers’ Convention 
met this evening. The attendance was 
large. All important fruit-growing dis- 
tricts of the State were well repre- 
sented. After a short address by Tem- 
porary Chairman Buck explaining the 
purpose of the convention the election 
of officers was proceeded with. L. W. 
Buck was elected chairman, B. M. Le- 


long seoretary, Messrs, D. M. Pyle of 
Kern und J. Au this county vice- 
presidents. 

The first action of the convention was 
a discussion of the advisability of or- 


The following resolution was then intro- 
duced and discussed: 

Resolved, that we recommend the form- 
ing of a State fruit-growers’ codperative 
organization. incorporated under the laws 
of the State of California, and that 
branches be located where needed; also the 
establishing of a fruit exchange at some 
central point. 

A number of growers spoke, all be- 
ing in favor. J. H. Harding read a 
paper. N. W. Wetherall offered the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, that acommittee of eleven be 
appointed to formulate a plan, in conform- 
ity with the plan of the convention, for ef- 
fecting a State organization of fruit-grow- 
ers. 

The motion was carried and a com- 
mittee appointed as follows: N. W. 
Wetherall of Hanford, D. M. Pyle of 
Bakersfield, D. Lubin of Sacramento, 
W. R. Baker of Tulare county, Alex 
Worden of Fresno, John S. Dore of 
Oleander, Mr. Vetter, B. N. Rowley, 
Mr. Agee of Solano and P. W. Butler of 
Placer. 

The following resolution was passed: 

Resolved, that we, the fruit-growers of 
California, in convention assembled, earn. 
estly recommend the appointment of Hon. 
H. M. Larue of Sacramento for the posi. 
tion of Chief Viticultural Commissioner at 
the World's Fair. 

Block presented a resolution that it is 
the sense ofthe convention that fruit 
trees and vines should be exempt from 
taxation, and that candidates for the 
Legislature be required to pledge them- 
selves to vote for such amendment to 
the State constitution. The resolution 
was carried after a general discussion 
on the subject of misrepresenting the 
fruit industry in order to induce immi- 
gration, which had been resorted to by 
unscrupulous persons. 

The committee appointed this morn- 
ing made a report a vocating the for- 
mation of a fruit-producers’ associa- 
tion and opening a fruit exchange at 
some central trade location, the cor- 
poration to be known as the ‘Fruit- 
producers’ Association of California;’’

The Downfall of the De Freycinet Gov- 
ernment Precipitated by a Debate 
on Recent Church and State 

Troubles. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Paris, Feb. 18.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] All members of the 
French ministry have tendered their 
resignations to President Carnot. The 
cause of the resignation of the ministry 
was the action of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties in connection with the bill deal- 
ing with associations. 

This afternoon Hubbard demanded 
urgency forthe bill as a reply to the 
attitude of the French bishops. 

Cassagnac described the bill as an in- 
iquitous measure. 

Premier De Freycinet denied that the 
measure was intended as an act of per- 
secution of the church or that it need 
be regarded asthe precursor of a sepa- 
ration of church and state. He warmly 
commended the conciliatory spfrit of 
the Pope. He added: We doubtless 
will be called upon some day to treat 
with the Vatican on the religious ques- 


tion. A portion of the clergy may 
possibly refuse to enter upon the 
path pointed out for them, but

tween the two policies.“ In conclusion 
De Freycinet gave assentto the de- 
mand for urgency, though he said that 
he would not give the measure the sig- 
nificance of Hubbard’s motion, Finally 
De Freycinet again rose and demanded 
that the order of the day be moved, as 
indicating the views of the Chamber on 
the subject.

IN THE MIKADO’S REALM. 


Aid for Earthquake Sufferers — Terrible 
Colllery Disaster. 

San Francisco, Feb. 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The steamer Belgic 
arrived this afternoon from Hong Kong 
and Yokahoma. Japanese ‘advices 
state that up to January 15 $143,000 
had been subscribed by Japanese for re- 
lief of the earthquake sufferers. 
The Nagoya Chamber of Commerce 
estimates that the losses on prop- 
erty destroyed and the immediate 
effect on commerce aggregate $1,740,- 
000. The statement is made that 
earthquake shocks, which have been of 
daily occurrence at Gifuand Nagoya 
since October 28, the date of the great 
quake, have about ceased. Much want 
and suffering still prevailsin the af- 
fected localities. 

Seventy men were killed and seven- 
teen injured in an explosion at a Horo- 
nai coal mine. 


Great Storm in Europe. 

Paris, Feb. 18.—-Railway and street 
traffic is almost entirely suspended be- 
cause of a heavy snowstorm, and sev- 
eral fatalities are reported. 

Lonpon, Feb. 18.—As a result of the 
storm two vessels, one a British bark, 
the Cavour, and the other unknown, 
have been wrecked, and it is thought 
the crews of both have been lost. 

Snowstorms prevail throughout 
France and Germany. The — ser- 
vice is blocked.

A WHALER LOST. 
Her Captain and Seventeen of the Crew 
Perish. 

San Francisco, Feb. 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The steamer Mariposa 
brings news of the loss of the whaling 
bark Tamerlane, off Puna, Sandwich 


Islands, February 2. Capt. Howland’ 


and seventeen men were drowned. The 
Tamerlane cleared from San Francisco 
January 18, with a crew of thirty- 
The voyage down was satisfac- 
tory, but it appears the vessel lost her 
reckoning, the officers thinking her at 
the time of the wreck to be near Keal- 
akeakua Bay, almost 2° to westward. 

No breakers were sighted when the 
vessel struck by the watch on deck. 

The sudden shock threw the crew into 
great confusion. Only two small boats 
were available and one of then when 
lowered floated away before it secured 
occupants, Capt. Howland, the first 
mate, carpenter and cook and two oth- 
ers entered the second boat, but the 
ship was rolling heavily and she was 
stove in and the waves rolled over her. 

The occupants were washed away. 

Those of the crew who remained on 
the bark were picked off by the waves 
one by one until the vessel broke up. 

Eighteen men, including Third Officer 
Pardee. managed to reachsthe shore by 
the aid of apes The others were 
all drowned,

AFFAIR 


A French Watering Place the 
Scene. 


A Wealthy American’s Wife Detected 
in an Intrigue. 


Her Paramour Shot Dead by Her In- 
furiated Husband, 


All the Parties Members of the Highest 
Circles—The Betrayer of the Woman 
an Attache of a French 
Legation. 


By Telegraph to The Times. ‘ 
Canyus (France,) Feb. 18.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.] The most in- 
tense excitement was caused in the 
large American colony here today by 
the announcement that one of the most 
prominent visitors at the place, Ed- 
ward Parker Deacon, a native of the 
United States, had shot and killed @ 
Frenchman connected with the diplo- 
matic service, named Arbeille. The 
story is the old one of a handsome 
woman mated toa man who she betrays, 
forgetting honor in her infatuation or 
fancy for another man, bringing shame 

and sorrow upon her family. ; 

Deacon and wife have been sojourn- 
ing for some time past at the Hotel 
Splendide with their four children, 
Fora time Deacon has suspected his 
wife of being undnly intimate with 
Arbeille, and kept aclose watch. Last 
night he discovered Arbeille in his wife’s 
chamber. He summoned the secretary 
of the hotel and together they went to 
Mrs. Deacon’s apartment and forced 
the door. Mrs. Deacon was alone. The 
husband proceeded to an adjoining 
room and there discovered Arbeille at- 
tempting to hide himself behind a chair, 
Deacon leveled a revolver at the man 
and fired three shots, fatally wounding 
the Frenchman. Deacon was at once 

arrested, but it is the general opinion 
among American residents here that he 
„did just the right thing.“ 

Another report of the affair says that 
Deacon had gone upto Paris, but re- 
turned suddenly and went straight to 
his wife's bedroom. Mrs. Deacon, it ap- 
pears, had no idea that her husband 
would return so soon. Rumor has it 
that Deacon’s unexpected return Was 
caused by an anonymous letter said to 
have been written by a jealous woman. 


When Deacon burst into the bedroom 


he found, the story has it, his wife in 
bed and M. Arbeille standing by the 
bedside, evidently having sprung out of 
bed with the intention of escaping. 
After having reproached his wife, who 
moaned with terror, crawled from the 


plored him to forgive her, the Ameri- 
can, it is said, turned his wrath upon 
Arbeille, who had professed the utmos# 
friendship for the confiding husband, 
and, after upbraiding him, fired three 
shots. The Frenchmau screamed with 
agony and fell back on the mat in front 
of the bed and died. 

Deacon then turned to his wife and 
said: ‘‘Killing is too good for you; you 
shall be reserved for a worse fate. You 
shall live to have the finger of 3 
pointed at you during the rest of 
lite. Never let me see your dece ‘ful 
face again.“ Mrs. Deacon at these 
words gave a shriek and fell down on 
her face in a swoon. 

Mrs. Deacon is a most attractive 
woman. She dressed with exquisite 
taste and was the object of considera- 
ble attention upon the part of men, 
Nobody, however, for a moment im- 
agimed that she was engaged in any- 
thing more than harmless flirtation, 
M. Arbeille was anattaché of one of the 
French legations and a bachelor. He 
had been intimately acquainted with 
the Deacons foralong time. It is not 
expected that Deacon will remain long 
in the custody of the police. It was 
evident from the first that he had the 
sympathy of everybody, and the police 
allowed him to pass the night at the 
hotel. It is reported that United 
States Minister Reid has taken a per- 
sonal interest in the case and is doing 
everything possible for Mr. Deacon. 

The wife, on the other hand, is not 
the recipient of much sympathy. The 
Deacons, or at least Mr. Deacon, came 
from Boston. They have lived abroad 
for about fifteen years. Mrs. Deacon 
is a daughter of the late Admiral Bald- 
win, U. S. N., and wealthy in her ou 
right. In Europe and America they 
moved inthe very best circles. They 
have not, it is said, been living happily 
for some time, as the husband is said te 
have become jealous owing to excessive 
flirtations by his wife. 

Boston, Feb. 19.— But little can 
learned in this city concerning Edwa 
Parker Deacon, who shot his wife’s 
paramour in Cannes yesterday. Deas 
con’s. father, Edward Deacon, was 
many years ago a wealthy citizen of 
Boston, and his grandfather was Com- 
modore Deacon, of the United States 
Navy. Edward Deacon, when young, 
went from this city to Michigan, where 
he engaged in lumbering. He then re- 
turned, anda few years later was ap- 
pointed attaché of the United States 
legation in Paris under Gen, Cass. He 
afterward came -back to Boston and 
married Miss Parker, a wealthy Bos- 
tonian, and several children were Born 
to them, including Edward Parker Dea> 
con. The family left Boston twenty 
years ago and have spent most of their 
time abroad since.

A Sensation in the Alvarado-Rawson

Nathaniel Pryor Charged with Tam- 
pering with a Witness, 


Suit for Breach of Contract Before Judge

The trial of the Samouset seduction 
case, which was resumed before Judge 
Smith and a jury in Department One 
yesterday morning, attracted an un- 
usual number of people, the courtroom 
being crowded to excess almost all day. 
The taking of testimony was concluded 
by noon, and at 1 o’clock N. C. Bledsoe, 
Esq., opened the argument on behalf of 
the ꝓrosecution. He was followed by 
Messrs. Howard and S. M. White for the 
defense, and Assistant District Attor- 
ney McComas made the closing address 
tothe jury, to whom the case was 
finally submitted at 4:12 o’clock. 
That body returned into court at 7:45 
o’clock with a verdict of guilty as 
charged, and the defendant was re- 
manded to the custody ofthe Sheriff to 
await sentence.

On the 15th day of February, 1892, at the 
city of Los Angeles, I was approached by 
Nathaniel Pryor, who asked me if I was a 
witness in said case. I replied that I was a 
witness for the plaintiff, and that my testi- 
mony would prove that she was a crazy 
woman.

I replied that I had not received 
any pay, but expected to get my fees asa 
witness. Pryor replied that I would not 
get any pay from the plaintiff’s side, but 
that he was the representative of the other 
side, and that if I would testify for that 
side he would see that I got my $2 regu- 
larly every day, Pryor stating that the 
plaintiff had no money, and that all the 
money was on the other side. I asked 
Pryor what he wanted me to testify to, 
and he replied that he wanted me to say 
the plaintiff was not crazy. I refused to 
accede to his request and left him.

BREACH OF CONTRACT. 


In. Department Fire yesterday the | 
case of E. J. Durrell vs. H. E. Fraley et 
al., an action to recover damages in the 
sum of 820,000 for an alleged breach 
of contract, came on for trial before 
Judge Shaw, but was not concluded and 
will be taken up again this morning.

THE WATER RATES! 


Another Council Meeting om the 
Subject. 


Discussed at Some Length, But No 
Definite Conclusion Reached. 


Statistics Presented by Representa- 
tives of the Water 9283 


Pursuant to adjournment on Thurs- 
day last, the City Council held another 
informal meeting in the Council chame 
ber yesterday morning for the purpose 
of arriving at some conclusion as to 
the water rates to be adopted for the 
current year, which was attended by all 
the members of that body, representa- 
tives of the various water companies 
and others more or less interested in 
the subject. 

After the meeting had been called to 
order President Bonsall proceeded to 
read the ordinance fixing the water 
rates for the past year, and invited a 
discussion of the same with the view of 
readopting or amending it. 

S. B. Caswell, of the City Water Coney 
pany, presented a tabulated report o 
the comparative rates and incomes of 
the water companies in San Francisco, 
Oakland and Los Angeles for the year 
1890, the water furnished being for 
domestic use only, and argued there- 
from that while the Oakland companies 
only collected $36,977 per annum from 
the city, they were allowed to collect 
$440,022 from their customers at the 
rate of 21 cents per 1000 gallons, 
whereas in this city the rate was only 
9 cents. 

The table referred to is as followst | 
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After a brief debate upon the subject 
Councilman Innes brought matters to a 
focus by moving that the ordinance of 
last year be readopted without change. 

President Bonsall expressed himself 
as in favor of this motion, as the water 
companies had asked for several 
changes, which, if made, would cer- 
tainly work a hardship upon the people, 
and, besides, should the Council accede 
to the request of the companies there 
was no telling what further changes 
would be demanded later on. 

S. B. Caswell stated that, as his com- 
pany had not declared a dividend of 
over 4 per cent. for over two years, he 
thought it was entitled to some consid- 
eration. 

Councilman Tufts said he thought the 
dest thing that could be done under the 
circumstances was to revise the ordi- 
nance wherever it should be found nec- 
essary, as there was plenty of time in 
which to arrange this matter satisfac- 
torily to all concerned. 112 

Councilman MeGarry said the rates

proportion. He thought that a rate at 
so much per square foot would be the 
proper thing, so that each person would 
pay for what he got. 

The motion to readopt the ordinance 
was then voted upon, but was defeated. 

Councilman Summerland stated that 
last year he had used his influence to se- 
cure a 75-cent rate. That was the frst 
time that any cottage had been fur- 
nished with water at six bits per 
month. The people of the Eighth 
Ward were mostly poor and lived in 
small houses, and this rate affected his 
ward more, perhaps, than any other, 
He did not want the old ordinance dis- 
turbed, because if it were broken into 
the result might be that that rate would 
be changed. 

Councilman Alford said he thought @

nance providing that a rebate be al- 
lowed to persons whose supply was cus 
off during certain hours of the day. 

S. B. Caswell objected to this, hows 
ever, on the ground that this was only 
done by his company in districts supplied 
from two-inch mains, or when the 
plumbing was defective in any house. 

Councilman McGarry thought that if 
such was the case four-inch mains 
should be putin wherever there was 
any likelihood of trouble, to which Mr. 
Caswell replied that the company was 
laying sufficient mains all over the city; 
that the plant was being constantly im- 
proved and extended, but that its per- 
fection was necessarily a matter of slow 
growth. 

Atter some further debate the q 
tion of the rate to be charget fo 
cement work was again raised, and 
Councilman Tufts moved that the rate 
be reduced from 20 cents to 10 cents 
when paid in advance, but S. B. Cas- 
well insisted that the present rate was 
low enough. 

The member from the Fifth Ward 
said that he had understood the gentle- 
man to say at the last meeting that the 
only reason for the high rate — 
was on account of the expense entailed 
in collecting it, and if this was obviated 
he could not see why the company 
should object to a reduction of the rate. 

Mr. Caswell then addressed the meet- 
ing asto the necessity for providing 
rates for fruit trees and gas engines, 
and explained his reasons for demand+ 
ing the same. 

The meeting then adjourned until 
Thursday morning next, it being under+ 
stood that the Committee on Water 
Supply will meanwhile draw up an 
amended ordinance for adoption at that 
time.

San Diego and the Pacific Mail. 

Regarding one of the statements con- 
tained in a letter from San Diego, pub- 
lished in Tux Times of the 17th inst., 
relative to the contest for the enforce- 
ment of the Pacific Mail’s contract to 
stop its steamers at the harbor of San 
Diego, a well-posted officer and harbor 
man of that city writes the editor of 
Tur Times a personal letter. After 
commending the letter published, our 
correspondent says: 


He errs a little in regard to the City of 
Sydney in representing that she did not 
come intothe harbor. She came inside but 
did not dock. She laid at anchor in the 
stream, off the Santa Fé wharf, claiming 
that there was not water at the Pacific 
Coast Steamship wharf for her to dock 
there at low water. This was not true. 
From my own observation I know that she 
only drew 20 feet 6 inches of water, and 
that she could dock without any danger at 
that wharf at any stage of the water. At 
the other wharves there is more water. 


The facts show, all the same, the real 
tactics of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
people in their handling of the contract 
which they have entered into with the 
Government, so far as it affects San 
Diego. There is a manifest determina- 
tion on their part to evade that contract; 
and it is a purpose in which they should 
be frustrated, if there is any virtue in 
promises and compacts. The cities and 
people of the entire southern coast are 
interested in the enforcement of this 
Pacifle Mail contract; it is not a San 
Diego affair alone, by any means. The 
attempt on the part of the steamship 
company to nullify its agreement with 


ports from the Mexican line to San Fran- 
cisco, is.a bold and indefensible piece 
of bad faith that should not be permitted 
to succeed. Action should be taken in 
the right quarter, with a view, if possi- 
sible, to compelling the enforcement of 
this contract both in spirit and letter. 
The object of the Government in paying 
such subsidies to steamship lines is the 
development and building up of com- 
mercial trade between the Central and 
South American states and our own 
territory; and this subsidy is intended 
to work for the common good, and 
not for the individual benefit of any 
compan) or of any particular city. 
The mere handling or transferring of 
the mail» ts but a small part of the bun- 
efit which should accrue to Southern 
California in particular, and the United 
States in general, by the faithful and 
conscientious performance of this ser- 
vice. The interchange of trade, while 
very small at present, would rapidly 
increase and assume vast proportions, 


it properly fostered. It is a trade which 


can, and should, be dictated and con- 
trolled by the commercial interests of 
this country, and the fact that it has 


troiled by English and German traders 
is aue to a want of proper support and 
facilities on the part of our Govern- 
ment, aud to the further fact that Cali- 
fornia traffic has been too iargely domi- 
nated by one railway company, and that 
company exerting its efforts mainly in 
the interest of San Francisco.

The Water Question. 

It now looks as though something de- 
cisive may come out of the pending 
water agitation, in which the people, 
the Council and the companies are all 
interested. 

In the open discussion of the subject 
during the past few days, it was learned 
that an option has been given by the 
City Water Company upon its property 
‘at the price of $2,500,000, and that 
the proposed purchasers, representing 
Eastern and local capitalists, are look- 
ing to the formation of a new com- 
pany with the object of puxchasing and 
consolidating all the water plants of 


fact, a group of New York water- 
bond dealers is now en route to this city 
to take up the matter on the ground. 

It is stated that the present owners 
are willing to accept bonds in the pro- 
posed new company in payment for 
their stock, and that the formation of 
a new company and the purchase of the 
various interests will probably be ac- 
complished, whether or not the Council 
grants a new franchise. If it does so, 
it will doubtless be with the concur- 
rence of the owners of the present 
franchise, whose legal rights cannot be 
taken away without their consent, nor 
without compensation; but if the Council 
declines to grant a new franchise, then 
the reorganization and consolidation 
can take place under the existing con- 
tract of the City Water Company, with 
the concurrence of all the parties in 
interest. In that case the life of the 
contract will have to run its length, 
when the entire works will become the 
property of the city by previous stipu- 
lation and by purchase. 

The subject has already been before 
members of the Council, and that body 
will doubtless formally consider it at an 
early date. It is not surmised what the 
outcome will be, but it is now generally 
admitted that the city will hardly un- 
dertake to build or authorize the build- 
ing of new water works without first 
making provision for the extinction of 
the existing franchise or contract and 
the disposal of the present works. 
Such an attempt would be apt to result 
in a legal contest, involving heavy liti- 
gation. 

The matter, it is understood, will soon 
be presented to the Council, or to the 
Water Committee, in its latest phase.

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THE SENATE SURPRISED. 


Venerable Members Astonished by 
Palmer of IIlinois. 


Vigorous Onslaught on the Present 
Method of Electing Senators. 


A Plea for a Direct Vote by the Free 
People of the States. 


An Attack on the Grand Army by Bland of 
Missouri in the House—Other 
Proceedings in Con- 

gress. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Senate.—‘‘If the amend- 
ment to the Constitution, which I pro- 
pose, is adopted, members of the Senate 
of the United States will be chosen by di- 
rect vote of the free people of the sev- 
eral States, and it will be, whatit never 
yet has been, a popular branch of the 
Congress of the United States.“ These 
were the words of Senator Palmer of 
Illinois in his speech in the Senate to- 
day urging the election of United States 
Senators by popular vote, and his ar- 
raignment of the upper house of Con- 
gress as a non-popular body was in lan- 
guage not often heard by the venerable 
members of that dignified assembly. 

Senator Palmer opened his speech by 
saying thatin urging the amendment 
he only obeyed the instructions given 
him ina most impressive manner by 
the people of Illinois. The Senator re- 
viewed briefly the Douglas and Lincoln 
Senatorial contest in Illinois, and then 
detailed the successive steps and declar- 
ations made by the Democracy of Illi- 
nois in regard to this subject, which 
finally led to the Democratic triumph 
in that State and the election of him- 
self as a representative of that princi- 
ple to the United States Senate. The 
Senator insisted that the constitutional 
mode of electing Senators by the legis- 
lators of the States was no longer satis- 
factory to the American people. He 
did not intend to make himself responsi- 
ble forthe charges of bribery and undue 
influence that attended nearly every 
Senatorial election by indorsing or re- 
peating any of them. He fgeferred to 
them in that slight minner only 
to emphasize the statement that 
the people no longer confided in, 
but were ‘profoundly’ distrustful 
of, the methods of electing Senators by 
State legislatures. None of the reasons 
which led the framers of the Constitution 
to deprive the people of direct control 
of the executive department and Senate 
now existed. Experience had long ago 
demonstrated the uselessness of electors 
for the selection of President and Vice- 
President. Wealth invested in com- 
merce, in manufactures, in railways, 
forests and mines demanded legislation 
for its protection orits benefit, and its 
political power, whether employed in 
Congress or State legislatures, rarely 
failed of success. All that the people 
could gain by the proposed amendment 
would be enlarged powers of self- 
defense; Senators would be true and ex- 
act representatives of the people and 
defend their homes and — — from 
unequal and excessive burdens. They 
would dignify the States, for the peo- 
ple were the States. Elections for the 
choice of Presidential electors, elections 
of members of legislatures. who elect 
Senators, elections of members of the 
House of Representatives,’’ said the 
Senator, ‘‘are alike influenced and often

Similar 
amendments were also introduced by 
the Senators from Indiana and New 
Hampshire (Messrs. Turpie and Chand- 
ler.) All these propositions were re- 
ferred to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections and by that committee to 
a sub-committee composed of Senators 
Chandler, Turpie and himself, and he 
was gratified to be able to state that 
afte: consultation the majority of that 
sub-committee had agreed to report in 
favor of such amendment to the Consti- 
tutién. It was their hope and belief 
that at a very early day the full Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections 
would beable to report favorably an 
amendment similar to the one intro- 
duced by the Senator from Illinois.

FROM THE PACIFIC ISLES. 
Samoans Not in Favor of Ma-

No Encouragement for the Malcon- 
tents from the United States. 


Natives Anxious to Have the Berlin 
Treaty Modified. - 


Returns from the Recent Election in Ha- 
wali—The Result Regarded aga Vic- 
tory to the Party Favoring 
Annexation.

cisco, Feb. 18.—|By the Associated 
Press.] Some important changes have 
taken place in the political situation 
here and Mataafa's followers have at 
last found out that those who have been 
advising them that at least one of the 
powers, America, would back them in 
their difficulties with King Malietoa 
were mistaken. The natives have con- 
sequently been around to the villages 
of Malietoa asking for conferences, 
Malietoa has consented to allow a big 
meeting to be held at Safatulafai of 


Monono people, on being assured that 


the meeting is for the purpose of break- 
ing up the Malie camp. There appears 
to be no doubt that the action of the 
king in taking these matters into his 
own hands has had much to do with the 
Monono people’s sudden desire to re- 
sume friendly relations with the gov- 
ernment. 

The King had sent out orders to have 
all women, children and stragglers con- 
nected with Mataafa’s adherents sent 
to their camp at Malie, and he followed 
this up by dispatching forces to see that 
this order was carried out. This was 
a hardship tothe Mataafa party, as they 
were in need of food fortheir own num- 
bers without women and children to 
provide for. There is no doubt that 
Mataafa has received information from 
his friends that there is no hope that 
the United States will assist him. 

The news that the three treaty pow- 
ers had refused to accept President 
Pilsach’s resignation was received with 
some dissatisfaction, both among whites 
and natives, but the expectation pre- 
vails that with the reconsideration of 
the treaty in Junea change may come 
and the office may be abolished. The 
president has made one innovation in 
that he announced to the municipal 
council that he proposed to keep the 
minutes of their meetings himself, as he 
stated that the local paper did not re- 
port them correctly. 

Chief Justice Cedercrantz still refuses 
to pay duty on his imports. He has 
framed a number of laws for the use of 
native magistrates, but they come too 
late, as in the present state of the coun- 
try there is no way of enforcing them. 
There have been no cases in his court of 
late. 

A large meeting of rate-payers was 
held here February 2 to elect a com- 
mittee to draw up a list of suggestions 
for alterations in the Berlin ‘treaty as 
to Samoan affairs, to be forwarded to 
the three treaty powers when the term 
of treaty expires. One of the chief 
suggestions is abolishing the president’s 
office. 

The U.S.S. Iroquois has gone to Pago 
Pago for three weeks and the Buzzard, 
German warship, leaves on the 9th for 
New Zealand. It is expected that in 
May there will be men-of-war here from 
the three treaty powers.

Conley responded with a left 
smash on the Australian’s wind; both 
men fought fiercely at close quarters 
for several seconds, when Lawson be- 
gan to adopt foxy tactics, falling down 
at every opportunity. Three times he 
remained on the floor for eight seconds, 
after Conley had landed heavily on his 
wind. The effect of this was that the 
Bostonian became too confident, and 
rushed matters in the second round. 
After some terribly hot give and take 
work, in which both were badly pun- 
ished, the Australian again started to 
fall down and rest, much to the chagrin 
of his heavier opponent. When the 
men came up for the third rouud Law- 
son got in some terrific blows on Con- 
ley's head and face. but the pace was 
too hot and he soon tired. The Boston- 
ian then rushed matters, but failed 
to last, and at the call of time 
Was groggy. Even the minute rest 
failed to rally him, but he hung on to 
Lawson’s neck with one hand and 
punched him with the other time and 
again as the Australian closed in on 
him. The fifth round was the same 
thing over again, and it was evident 
that Conley was doing his best to lose 
the fight on a foul. Lawson came up 
fresh in the sixth round but could not 
finish his man, although the latter was 
very groggy, because Conley hugged 
his neck at every opportunity. In the 
seventh, however, the referee, who 
had been very indulgent from the start, 
pulled the men apart and admonished 
Conloy, who thereupon went to his 
corner and, refusing to proceed, pulled 
off bis cloves. ; 
Amid a good deal of excitement the 
referee announced that he awarded the 
fight to Lawson, but declared all bets 
off, asit was evident that Conley was 
anxious to lose the fight.

FATAL AFFRAY. 


San Jacinto the Scene of a Sensational 

Murder. 
At San Jacinto, Wednesday afternoon, 
Dr. J. A. Sapp, a well-known physician, 
shot and killed R. L. Pool, a prominent 
druggist. It is said that Pool walked 
up to Dr. Sapp and exclaimed: ‘‘You 
— — What did you say that for?“ 
and raised his hand to strike. Sapp re- 
plied. Keep away from me,“ and drew 
arevolver. Pool at this turned and 
walked across the street to Brentner's 
hardware store and helped himself to a 
pistol from Brentner’s window and 
asked one of the boys for cartridges, 
with which he loaded it. He then 
started after Sapp, who had in the 


through McCormick’s shoe store and out 
the back door, Pool started toward 
Sapp’s home and nearly caught up with 
him. When he was in front of White's 
livery stable Pool called to Sapp, who 
began to run to the barn. Both drew 
their pistols and began firing. Seven 
shots followed in quick succession. 
Sapp sought cover in the livery barn. 

e shot which killed Pool was fired 
by Sapp from the livery stable doors. 
Pool was standing about twenty feet 
distant. His pistol was discharged in 
the air as he fell dead, having fired four 
shots at Sapp, who in return had fired 
three times. Sapp was not injured, 
He immediately went to his home, 
about fifty feet distant, where his wife 
had fainted on the porch, having 
been an eye-witness of the shoot- 
ing affray. He was at once placed 
under arrest and the house guarded. 
The Coroner’s jury found that R. L. 
Pool had come to his death from two 
bullets, one penetrating the head and 
one the heart, fired by Dr. J. A. Sapp.

ment, as both men were prominent citi- 
zens and well thought of in the commu- 
nity. Pool leaves a young wife and 
little boy. The shooting arouse out of 
old difficulties, which had long caused 
ll feeling between the men. :

AN OLD SENSATION REVIVED.” ~ 


A Runaway Preacher from Arkansas Iden- 
tified in California, 

An old Little Rock, Ark., sensation 
has just been revived in this city, and, 
as the principal actors are prominent 
members of the M. E. Church, South, 
the affair is of more than passing in- 
terest. Over twenty years ago Rev. 
Seth Burnett of Little Rock eloped with 
the wife of Rev. Mr. Herndon of the 
same place. The story was thoroughly 
ventilated in the Little Rock news- 
papers at the time. Burnett was a man 
ofno education and brought up in a 
butcher shop, but he was a man ofsome 
ability, and after he had made quite a 
little fortune in the butcher business 
he joined the Methodist Church and 
married. Two children were the re- 
sult of his union, and for a time he 
seemed to be one of the happiest family 
meninthecity. Buthe got it into his 
head that he wanted to become a 
preacher, and it was then that he first 
displayed the instincts of acrank. He 
studied hard for ashort time and was 
given a church. a 

Just about this time he and Rev. Mr. 
Herndon - became great friends, and 
he met Mrs. Herndon. Mrs. Hern- 
don and the Rev. Burnett took a great 
fancy to each other from the first, and 
it soon became evident to their intimate 
friends that something was wrong, but 
as Mrs. Herndon was the mother of 
four children and Burnett the father of 
two and the husband of a wife who 
seemed to think the world and all of 
him, everybody had an idea that the af- 
fair would end without serious trouble. 

n this they were mistaken, however, 
for one fine night Burnett and Mrs. 
Herndon disappeared, and for several 
weeks the affair was onthe tongue of 
everybody, but, as is always the case, 
it died out and nothing more was 
thought of the seven-day wonder until 
a year ago, when some Little Rock 
people discovered Burnetttin San Diego, 
and as he insulted one of the party who 
used to be a friend of his an investiga- 
tion was started, and Mrs. Burnett, who 
is still living in Little Rock, put herself 
in correspondence with some church 
people in this city and soon discovered 
that her runaway husband is alive and 
well. 

The discovery happened about a year 
ago, and Burnett was unearthed in the 
person of Rev. Edgar Dunbar, the name 
he has gone under since he came to 
Southern California some eighteen years 
ago. As soon as Burnett, alias Dunbar, 
who has been a minister in the M. E. 
Church, South, of Southern California 
fot some years past, discovered that his 
identity was being looked up by his 
brothers, he packed up and left for New 
York city, under the plea that he wished 
to have an operation performed on his 
wife, and he has not yet returned. His 
trial before the church for adultery, 
bigamy or whatever they can dig up 
against him, has been set for the 15th 
day of March, but they do not expect 
him back, and it is almost certain that 
he will be found guilty under church 
law whether he returns or-not, for they 
have arranged to have his first wife 
here. 

When Burnett, alias Dunbar, flrst 
reached this city he engaged in the 
butcher business, and was known as 
one ot the hardest men in the city. He 
was very handy with his fists and was 
continually getting in fights. At one 
time he was known as the man who 
could whip any three butchers in the 
city, but he became converted just as 
he did in Little Rock, and the next 
thing known of bim he was in the pul- 
pit, and in a vey short time he was one 
of the most popular ministers of the 
gospel in Southern California. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Dunbar, for the 
Rev. Herndon's wife came out here 
with him, were looked on and treated 
asequals all over the country, and as 
both were active workers they have 
done much toward building up the 
Soutnern Methodist Church in Southern 
California. They own considerable 
property in Los Angeles and other 
places in this end of the State, but it is 
not believed that they will come bac 
to enjoy it. —

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


The Mountain Districts Looking 
Toward Los Angeles. 


Mass-meeting at Santa Ysabel to Devise 
Means to Secure Rallway Com- 
munication with the 
Coast. 


In response to a call issued by a com- 
mittee of citizens of what is known as 
the mountain belt of San Diego county, 
a convention of the representative citi- 
zens of the several communities assem- 
bled at Santa Ysabel, in that copnty, 
February 18, to discuss ways and 
means of obtaining a railway connec- 
tion with the coast at a point desirable 
for a market. 

After a thorough deliberation upon 
the exigency that exists in the affairs of 
their otherwise prosperous community, 
by reason of the lack of transportation 
facilities, the following resolution was 
offered and adopted amid a demonstra- 
tion of great enthusiasm: 

HEREAS, the citizens of Julian, Spencer 
Valley, Oronoco, Anahane, Banner, San 
Felipe, Warner's, Santa Ysabel, Mesa 
Grande, Ballena and contiguous districts of 
the county of San Diego have waited long 
and patiently for better transportation 
facilities with the coast communities, in 
| order that there may be opened up for im- 
mediate settlement and cultivation a mil- 
lion acres of most valuable lands now lying 
unproductive throughout the district above 
named,in order to secure to our fruit- 
growers and farmers, to our stock-raisers 
and miners, a practicable route over which 
to market their produce ina saleable con- 
dition, thus utilizing the thousands of tons 
of mountain products now suffered to go to 
waste by reason of insufficient and inad- 
equate means of transportation; and that 
our mountain districts may be assured the 
immigration that the unsurpassed fertility 
of our soils and acknowledged superiority 
of our products, the bountifalness of our 
resources and the salubrity of our climate 
so richly merit; and 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid people of the 
mountain belt of San Diego county have in 
the past used every endeavor to obtain from 
San Diego county and her citizens the rail- 
way facilities so vital to our prosperity; 
‘an 


WHEREAS, in every instance the people of 
San Diego city and those portions of the 
county lying without the range of imme- 
diate contact with any such proposed line 
have shown themselves indifferent to our 
necessities, as evidenced by the recent de- 
feat at the polls of the proposition to bond 
the county to build such road, and the fail- 
ure on the part of these people to properly 
subscribe to the subsidies subscribed by in. 
terested citizens of San Diego county for 
railroad improvements in the past; and 

WHEREAS, the above named citizens of 
San Diego county, recognizing the fact that 
the increasing yields of the greatly-in- 
creased acreage of fruit and farm lands are 
of such an extent and nature as to render 
transportation of these products to market 
by the old way absolutely impossible and 
inconsistent with any degree of profit what. 
ever; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, by this meeting that it is the 
sense of this meeting, composed of repre- 
sentatives from each of the districts abu se 
named, that the mountain belt of San 
Diego county must secure connéction by 
cail with some desirable market at once, 
either westward with San Diego or north- 
ward via Temecula with Los Angeles, and 
while appreciating the possibility that ex- 
ists of our withdrawing our support and 
— from San Diego city and bestow- 

ng the same upon a rival community, yet 
our circumstances are such, and the con- 
ditions of our portion of the county have 
reached such an exigency, that for self. 
preservation the people of these mountains 
stand ready and willing te pledge a finan- 
}-cial support moral sup- 
port to any corporation, company or line 
of transportation from either of these di- 
rections that may offer to relieve the ten- 
sion on our necessities; be it further 

Resolved, that acommittee be appointed, 
to consist of one delegate from each dis- 
trict here represented, whose duty it shall 
be, first, to examine into the character, 
amount, terms and conditions of any sub- 
sidy that can be raised by the citizens of 
the mountain beltof San Diego county; 
second, to communicate with those persons 
in San Diego or Los Angeles who would be 
likely to entertain the proposition of plac- 
ing capital in such an enterprises, third, to 
investigate the advisability of the people 
of the mountain belt subscribing stock in 
any stock company that may be organized 
to accomplish the object herein mentioned; 
fourth, thatsaid committee be requested 
to report at the time of the adjourned meet- 
ing the action they have taken. 


The People Thorvughly in Earnest. 

The secretary of the meeting, W. H. 
Holcomb (who is also editor of the Ju- 
lian Sentinel,) in transmitting the reso- 
lutions to Tue Times, by order of the 
meeting, writes as follows: 
- am requested by the president of the 
convention to inform you thatthe citizens 
of the mountain belt of San Diego county 
are thoroughly in earnest about securing 
railway communication with a desirable 
market. This district is the richest horti- 
cultural and gold mining beltin Southern 
California, and for many years citizens 
have endeavored to inducea railroad to 
build out from San Diego to connect with 
this region, but so far the short line of the 
San Diego, Cuyamaca and Eastern Railway, 
extending 22 miles east of San Diego city, 
and leaving a gap of 35 miles to the center 
of the mountain horticultural belt, is the 
sole result of their efforts. The im- 
mense acreage of fruits coming into 


bearing in these sections now re- 
quires an immediate connection by 
rail in order that any profit may 


accrue to the grower thereof. It is this ex- 
fgency that induced the people of the 
mountain belt to lay before the people of 
the county the proposition to bond the 
county for a half million dollars to be used 
in constructing a wagon road from Foster's 
station, the presentterminus of the San 
Diego, Cuyamaca and Eastern Railway, 
through the mountain country north to 
San Jacinto, which was defeated at the 
lis bya small majority. The theory of a 
ine to connect with the propenes Los An- 
geles, South Riverside and Temescal line is 
advanced, and receives strong support in 
the mountain districts, as there appears 
little hope of our obtaining the greatly- 
needed outlet to San Diego, although that 
city now receives the benefits of a large 
trade from this great extent of country. 
Communication with Los Afigeles by 
means of a motor line from Santa Ysabel 
to Warner's ranch, on to Temecula,’ there 
to connect with the standard line, seems to 
be the only hope for these people to secure 
the greatly-needed ontlet and a market for 
their produce.

The Second Day of the Confer- 
ence. 


of Ministers. 


The Evening Session Devoted to a 
Talk on India. 


Rev. Mr. Bunker, a Returned Missionary, 
Gives His Experience in Burmah— 
Characteristics of the Burmese 

Today's Programme, 


The missionary convention at the 
First Baptist Church reconvened at 9 
a.m. yesterday, at which time an expé- 
sition of the scriptures was given by 
Rev. Alex Grant of Santa Barbara, 
who took for his subject the Steward- 
ship of the Mystery.“ Christian influ- 
ences at work in a man’s nature he 
termed the mystery, the great problem 
being how to meet all classes and set 
these influences at work to the best 
advantage. There are millions of peo- 
ple who have never even heard of the 
death of the Savior, and the blame of 
this lies largely on the members of the 
church incarnate. 

This speaker was followed by Rev. V. 
A. Henry, who spoke to the question of 
how the missionary spirit is helpful to 
personal piety. Many ways were 
shown and illustrated, the speaker 
ably demonstrating that it was not 
only useful but necessary to a truly 
pious man that he have a love for the 
work of the missions. 

„Main and Secondary Motives in Mis- 
sion Work“ was the subject of Rev. 
William Appell’s address, in which he 
suggested the command, the example 
and the love of Christ as, together with 
the world’s great need, being the prin- 
cipal incentives of the missionary, and 
Rev. A. W. Rider spoke on the subject 
of mission work, a safeguard against 

rils of the day, and Rev. W. W. 

nkerfollowed with a short talk in 
which he showed the close relationship 
existing between home and foreign mis- 
sions. 

Remarks followed by Dr. Mabie, Mrs.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At 2 p.m. the conference was again 
called to order, the first speaker being 
Rev. Charles Button, D.D., who showed 
by scripture exposition how the Chris- 
tian is debtor to both Greek and barba- 
rian. 

Rev. J. H. Hill read an excellent 
paper on ‘‘Missionary Convictions,’’ 
while Rev. C. E. Harris satisfactorily 
endeavored to explain the Divine Par- 
adox in Missions.“ ; 

“The New Testament Ideals in Mis- 
sionary Service,“ by Rev. Charles Win- 
bigler, was followed by a short interval 
devoted to informal discussion, in the 
course of which many valuable points 
and suggestions were offered. 

The afternoon session closed with 
8 for more missionaries, in which 

v. Peter Grant led. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The evening session was perhaps the 
most interesting and certainly the 
best attended, many persons being un- 
able to secure seats. 

The speaker of the evening was Rev. 
H. Bunker, a returned missionary from 
„Burmah, who illustrated his talk with 
stereopticon views, descriptive of his 
life and experiences among the native 
tribes. The views were excellent, and 
for the most part taken by himself. In 
lecture style he took his hearers up 
the River Irrawaddy from Rangoon to 


| the mission station of Bassien. He de- 


scribed the different Burmah tribes, 
and one of their pagodas at Rangoon, 
400 feet high, and covered to the top 
with gold leaf and jewels. A priest’s 
home, costing 50,000 rupees, or 828, 
000, was shown on the screen, also the 
mission house at Zayats. These mis- 
sions or, as they are called, preaching 
houses,“ cost about $5, and are really 
quite comfortable. 

There are at one %f the schools at 
Bassein 800 native scholars being 
taught the truths of the Christian re- 
ligion, and scattered throughout Bur- 
mah at the present time about 30, 000 
Christian converts. One of the aids to 
successful missionary work among these 
tribes is the fact that generations ago 
prophets began to appearamong thena- 
tives, foretelling a day when a pale- 
faced man should come, bringing a won- 
derful book full of a new and better re- 
Ugion. 
These prophets lived and died, but the 
tradition lived, and now the natives 
are for the most part ready to accept 
the fulfillment of the prophecy. 

The great drawback in the grand 
work is the lack of more earnest and 
consecrated workers to present, the 
truths—there are plenty of eager listen- 
ers. 

Among other characteristics of the 
Burmah homes was remarked the 
great show of filial affection, each 
man keeping ready a coffin for 
his father or mother-in-law in an- 
‘ticipation of their decease at 
any time. The missionary gave some 
interesting descriptions of journeys 
taken by himself on elephants, in boats 
and in the native carts. Just before 
the close of the service a native hymn 
was thrown on the screen and then an 
English translation, which the audience 
joined heartily in singing.

I am a railroad man and nota ship- 
per,’’ said one of the best-known traffic 
agents in Los Angeles yesterday, ‘‘and 
of course I am not supposed to say any- 
thing against existing rates, but if lI 
were ashipper do you know what I 
would do?
